The converiation which paffled between Dr. Clarke and 
Mr. Whilton, concerning Rohault’s Phyficks, was very 
worthy of notice. The Dr. having asked Mr. Whilton’s 
opinion about the fitneis of tranflating that fyitem of Car- 
tefian Philofophy, which work his tutor had recommended 
to him, was aniwered, that ‘ fince the youth of the Uni- 
‘ yefity muft have, at prefent, fome fyttem of Natural 
¢ Philofophy for their fludies and exercifes ; and fince the 
* true fyitem of Sir Ifaac Newton was not yet made eaty 
* enough for that purpofe 5 it was not impieper, for their 
¢ fakes, yet to tranflate and ule the fyitem of Rohault, but 
‘ that as foon as Sir Itaac Newton’s Philofophy came to 
‘ be better known, that only ought to be taught, and the 
‘other dropp’d. The lait part of which Advice, Mr. 
¢ Whifton fays, has not been followed, as it ought to have 
«been, in that Univerfity ; but, as Bifhop Hoadley truly 
¢ obferves, Dr. Clarke’s Rohault is ftill the principal book 
« for the ftudents there. ‘Though fuch an obfervation be 
¢ no way to the honour of the Tutors in that Univerfity, 
‘who, in rcading Rohault, do only read a Philofophical 
* Romance to their Pupils, almoft perpetually contradi¢ted 
* by the better notes thereto belonging. And certainly, to 
¢ ufe Cartefian fictitious Hypothefes at this time of day, 
‘after the principal parts of Sir I/aac’s certain fyftem 
« have been made eafy enough for the underftanding of or- 
‘ dinary Mathematicians, is like the continuing to eat old 
* Acorns, after the difcovery of new wheat, for the food 
*of Mankind’. Mr. Whiiton might have faid that Sir 
Ifiac Newton's fyitem has been made eafy enough for the 
underftanding not only of ordinary Mathematicians, but 
of thofe aliog who underitand zo Mathematicks at all: for, 
Ido not doubt, but that Dr. Pemberton has performed 
what he undertook to do, in his Vierw of Sir I/aac New- 
ton’s er tho’ [ have not yet had leifure to perufe 

ok. 

The remarks on abffraP and metaphs/ick Reafonings de- 
ferved fome notice in your paper. When Dr. Clarke 
brought Mr. Whifton his Sermons preached at Boyle’s 
Leiure, in which he had dealt a great deal in this kind 
af reafoning, he asked the Dr. * how he ventured into fuch 
* fubtilties, which he himfelf never durft meddle with? 
*And fhewing him a Nettle, or the like contemptible 
* weed, in his Garden, told him, that weed contained bet- 
“ter arguments for the Being and Attributes of God, than 
“all his Metaphyficks. The Dr. confefled it to be fo; but 
“alledged for himéelf, that fince fuch Philofophers, as 
* Hobbs and Spinoza had made ule of thofe kind of fub- 
* tilties againft ; he thought proper to fhew, that the like 

Way of reafoning might be made better ufe of on the 
* fide of Religion.’ Mr. Whitton allowed this excuje to 

not inconfiderable ; and concludes with declaring it 
to be his opinion, that ‘ fuch kind of Arguments are the 
: moft fubtile, but the leaf? fatisfatory of all others what- 
oever.”

As to Mr. Locke, who had en- 
tered deeper into Metaphyfick Reafoning, and perhaps 
with better fuccefs than any before him: he was, how- 
ever, driven at length into fuch great diftrefs, by Pro- 
feffor Limborch’s famous Metaphyfical Argument againi 
human Liberty, that he honeftly confeffed he could not 
aniwer it; and yet had fo much good fenfe, as to believe 
he was a free Creature, on the credit of his own Ex- 
perience, let Metaphyfick difficulties be never fo infu- 
perable ; as all wife men will ever do. _ As to Dean 
Berkley, he publifhed this Metaphyfick notion, that 
Matter eas not a reat thing; nay, that the common 
opinion of its Xea/ity was groundlets, if not ridiculous. ”

The curious Aftronomical Difcovery, mentioned in p. 

14. deferved your notice. Mr. Wiifton in this place in- 
forms us, that as Dr. Clarke and his Father * happened to 
‘ be viewing Saturn’s ring at Norwich, with a Teleicope 
© of 15 or 16 Foot long ; without any previous thought or 
‘ expe€tation of fuch a thing, they both diftinétly faw a 
* fixed flar between the Ring and the Body of that Pla- 
net, and at fome diltance from it: which though de- 
lieved could hardly be demonftrated before. 
Mr. Whilion, in his Hiftorical Preface had mentioned, 
without naming them, fome worthy and learned t erfonus of 
bis acquaintance, to whom he fliewed his papers, where- 
in it appeared that the Eu/ebian, or commonly called 
Arian Doétrine was, for the main, the Doctrine of the 
two firft Centuries. But now he communicates their names 
to the publick, and fays they were Dr. Bradford, Mr. 
Benjamin Hoadley, Mr. Clarke and Mr. Syda/: and adds, 
that it was at their recommendation, that be took that 
great pains of tranfcribing the teftimonies themfelves at 
large, which he there gives an account of.
